At the beginning of the year, 
following the break-up of 
her six-year marriage to 
Kenneth Branagh, the name 
of Emma Thompson 
dominated the front pages. 
Three months later, Emma 
Thompson is headline news 
again, following a pair of 
Golden Globes and promises 
of Oscar glory to come. 
Michael Doherty has been 
checking out the Em Appeal 


t's a funny old world. A quick look at Emma 

Thompson's kudos-laden CV demon- 

strates why she was known as ‘Emma 

Talented’ at Cambridge — West End suc- 

cess in Me and My Girl, small screen 
acclaim in Fortunes of War, big screen glory in 
the likes of Howards End and The Remains of the 
Day. Yet it was the only ‘flop’ in her repertoire, the 
ill-fated television series, Thompson, which 
directly led to her biggest success to date, her 
award-winning adaptation of Jane Austen’s 
Sense and Sensibility. 

Let me explain. When producer Lindsay Doran 
was touting the screen version of the Austen 
classic around Hollywood five years 
ago, she was anxious 
to find the most suit- 
able scriptwriter for 
the project. Having 
served as producer 
on Dead Again, the 
Ken and Em 
thriller, Doran 
was aware of 
Emma

Thompson's passion for Austen but had no 
thought of her as a putative screenwriter. Two 
weeks into the shoot, however, a chance viewing 
of Thompson on the PBS channel, convinced 
Doran that Thompson had what it took to bring 
the novel to life. 

Five years, seven films, one Oscar and a batch 
of Baftas later, Thompson delivered her final draft 
of Sense and Sensibility, with Taiwanese director 
Ang Lee behind the camera, and leading Brit 
thesps, Kate Winslet, Hugh Grant, Robert Hardy 
and Hugh Laurie joining her at the opposite end. 

The resulting film wowed 

American audiences and, of all 
ms. the Golden Globes that were 
doled out, the most eye- 
brow-raising was. the 

screenplay award for 
Thompson. The tyro 
screenwriter had 
pipped such vet- 
erans as Mike 
Figgis (Leaving 
Las Vegas), 
George Miller 
(Babe) and Al 
Reinert 
(Apollo

713) to the gong, and she remains the firm 
favourite to complete the set at the end of this 
month. 

Hollywood has always been dazzled by British 
actors in general, and Emma Thompson in par- 
ticular. When it comes to Oscar predictions, 
American journalists always make allowances for 
what they call The Masterpiece Theatre Effect; in 
reference to the Shakespeare/Pinter-laden series 
on the Public Access channel which showcases 
the talents of the knights and dames of the 
British theatre. From John Gielgud to Anthony 
Hopkins; and from Maggie Smith to Kate Winslet, 
Brittania has ruled the US cultural waves. Vanity 
Fair recently summed up this phenomenon as 
follows: “The monarchs of British theatre rule the 
cultural seas. Broadway and Hollywood bow 
before their talents.” 

When it comes to the title of ‘Hollywood 
Darling’, however, Emma Thompson has the field 
to herself. Her Oscar for Howards End was fol- 
lowed by the most dazzling backstage speech 
that any battle-hardened scribe could remember 
(German, French, Italian... Emma calmly 
answered questions in all of the above). Where 
some of the British hacks were a tad wary of her 
plans to script Sense and Sensibility, American 


Greg Wise: “Full of beans and looking gorgeous” 
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journos saw it as a completely natural progres- 
sion. And with the British tabloid hounds pound- 
ing at her door, Americans were impressed with 
Thompson's handling of her marriage break-up. 
Facing them on her doorstep, the actress con- 
fessed to feeling “a little ropy” before calmly out- 
lining the situation. 

Aside from her obvious talent, what impresses 

most about Emma Thompson is her level of self- 
deprecation. Few would forgive her were she to 
elevate herself to luvvie status, 
yet her overall demeanour and 
attitude are refreshingly bull-free. 
She keeps her Oscar in the 
downstairs loo (room in there for 
one more?); has an answering 
machine with the recorded mes- 
sage, “I’m not here now, so I’m 
probably in Hollywood”; brought 
her mum to the Oscars, and 
declared to one po-faced inter- 
viewer, “I grew up in the pre-Aids 
era so | had the good fortune to 
shag everyone before | got mar- 
ried”. 

In: her recently-published 
diaries from the set of Sense and 


Emma with Hugh Grant in 
Sense and Sensihility 
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Sensibility, this sense of self-deprecation shines 
through, particularly in passages such as the fol- 
lowing: “In the absence of an ashtray, | sit flicking 
my ash on the carpet. | am a slut”. Though both 
Ken and Em were quick to point out that “our 
separation had nothing to do with anyone else”, 
the media speculation linking Emma to co-star 
Greg Wise won't be tempered by the complete 
absence from those same diaries of the name of 
Kenneth Branagh, and the presence of the fol- 


lowing entry: “Sunday, April 30: “Greg Wise 
turned up, full of beans and looking gorgeous. 
Ruffled all our feathers a bit.” (Similarly, the 
appearance of Helena Bonham Carter on the set 
of Othello, where Branagh was performing lago, 
has kept the tongues wagging). 

Though it was her alliance with Kenneth 
Branagh, from television's Fortunes of War, 
through a variety of films for the Belfast man’s 
Renaissance company, that thrust Emma 

Thompson into the spotlight, the con- 
tinued success of Sense and Sensibility 
clearly proves that there is life beyond 
our Ken. And Oscar night, March 23, 
should be the apotheosis. ll

This year’s Eurosong ‘96 comes from The Point, 
and will be hosted by Pat Kenny, with Larry 
Gogan presenting the simulcast on Radio 1. Ten 
juries will vote in the following order: Athlone, 
Cork, Donegal, Dublin, Dundalk, Galway, 
Kenmare, Limerick, Waterford and Westport. The 
winner will be presented with the Tom McGrath 
Perpetual Trophy. Eddie Friel, winner of Eurosong 
‘95, will make a guest appearance.

ewcastle Expects”. The sign 
at the kop end of St James’ 
Gate during a recent home 
game said it all. Although 
Newcastle United have been 
riding high all season, the pressure on Kevin 
Keegan to deliver a-sixth Premiership title to 
the soccer-mad Geordies has become 


intense. The Team That 
Kevin Built (and Sir John 
financed) has been playing 
the most consistent and 
entertaining football all sea- 
son, and no one will argue 
should they succeed 
Blackburn Rovers to the title. 
But football is a funny old 
game (Brian). And the nag- 
ging doubt in the minds of 
the Newcastle faithful is the 
memory of their team fading 
from the top spot of the 
league last year, to finish a 
disappointing sixth. 

Of course, Keegan has 
learnt his lessons from last 
season and strengthened 
his squad to the point where 
footballers who would get an 
automatic place in almost 
every line-up in the country 
are warming the bench at Newcastle.

If they could lift their 19th league 
title, no finer tribute could be paid to the mem- 
ory of Bob Paisley. 

Aston Villa are the surprise packet of the 
league. After finishing 18th last year, little was 
expected from the claret-and-blues this time 
around. But Little (Brian) was expectant, and 
the manager has bought very wisely. Gareth 
Southgate has played himself into the 
England squad and Mark Draper has been 
one of the most creative midfielders in the 
league all season. Up front, Dwight Yorke has 
been knocking them in for fun, while Savo 
Missalotovich might yet come good. 

So the spotlight is firmly on this weekend's 
round of matches, which should offer the final 
opportunity for the hounds to catch the black- 
and-white fox. They say it’s not over till the fat

tional affairs. Ghosts have a life of 
their own in Mankiewicz’s films, and 
this delightful fantasy adumbrates 
what was to become a favourite 
theme: the grip of the past on the 
present, the dead on the living.

Prejudiced Souther gentleman

a Pacific island. Under the com- 
mand of Captain Waco (Broderick 
Crawford), a psychopathic bully, his 
spirit is almost broken.

As a boy of twelve in 1944, on a visit to Dublin with my 
father, | saw White holding court in O’Meara’s pub on 
Ashton Quay. While my father had a beer and chatted to 
the barman, | sipped lemonade and watched the big 
bearded Englishman at the corner table. He was 
described, sotto voce by the barman as ‘White the English 
writer who's sittin’ out the war in Trim’. (An unfair statement 
as | discovered many years later). 

White was a larger-than-life character; eccentric, idiosyn- 
cratic, a confirmed bachelor who, because of an unhappy 
childhood, believed that humans always let you down - ani- 
mals didn’t. So, all his love was lavished on his dogs and 
his falcons. He was a loner and a lonely man. He once said 
of death: ‘I don't fear it. For the essence of death is loneli- 
ness, and I've had plenty of practice at that.” . 

In 1966 | visited White's grave in Athens. After the deluge 
of money from Camelot, he had taken to travelling and 
drinking a lot. He died alone on a 
cruise liner in the port of Piraeus. His 
simple gravestone has the inscription 
‘‘T.H. White, 1906 - 1964, Author. 
Who, from a troubled heart, delighted 
others, loving and praising this life’,

Eco warrior, aristocratic 
rock star, King of Pain and 
family man. Those are just 
some of the faces of Sting. 
Alan Corr shares the back of 
a Mercedes with everybody's 
favourite one-word celebrity 
on the way to the former 
Police man’s Highgate home 


ordon Bennet but Sting is tired. 

Everyone's favourite one-word celebrity 

is slumped in the back seat of a 

Mercedes Benz cruising through 

London, oblivious to the scream of 
police sirens and the din of the city as the streets 
slip by and give way to the rustic charm of 
Highgate. We are on our way to his Victorian 
townhouse. This is where he bunks down when 
the drive to his family home, a rambling Jacobean 
mansion called Lake House in Wiltshire's rock- 
broker belt (neighbours Peter Gabriel and Phil 
Collins), is just too arduous. 

I'm probably the twelfth journalist that Sting has 
met today and he seems more than content to 
while away our 40-minute trip by staring out the 
window as | wiggle my mike in his face in an 
earnest effort to track down the essence of 
Stingness. He’s dressed in a fetching cowled 
grey sweater, tough-looking leather trousers 
(actually quite cool) and a pair of boots called 
Muckers. He is the classic Baronial rock star, lord 
of the manor, in fact quite a bit like the tres nasty 
Feyd Rautha, the character he played in David 
Lynch’s Dune. 

The term rock aristocrat could have been 
coined for Sting (full name Gordon Sting). When 
he tells me that “Bruce is actually a very good 
friend of mine” it's clear that he’s not referring to 
Mr Forsyth. Yes, what your mother told you is cor- 
rect: Sting is distant, Sting can be arrogant and 
sometimes Sting can make you quake in your 
Muckers, such is the world-weary apathy he 
smites you with. 

But Sting (born the son of a milkman and a hair- 
dresser in Newcastle) is happy. He must be 
happy. He is the pop star who didn’t even notice 
when his accountant ripped him off to the tune of 
£6 million last year and he has been voted the 
man whom most men want to be and whom most 
women want to be with. He drinks Guinness in a 
pub called The Flask which is just across the 
road from his house in Highgate, and he is 
famous for saving the rain forest, maintaining a 
personal fortune of £44 million and penning 
mature pop music. 

No wonder Rolling Stone once asked, “Is Sting 
The King of Pain or is he just a Regular Guy?” It’s 
been the latter for quite some time. Following 
1991's bleak Soul Cages, an album dealing with 
the death of his father, Sting says he has been 
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making records for fun. There’s been the huge 
commercial successes of Ten Summoner’s Tales 
and the greatest hits collection Fields of Gold. 
Now his new album Mercury Falling marks that 
menopausal period in a pop star’s life when 
they're unlikely to do anything more exciting than 
raise kids in their rural retreats and put out tasteful 
records for the rest of their natural. 

As we speed through London, | ask him 
whether he intends to shake off this mortal coil in 
his country house? “Or fall off it, fall off my perch,” 
he smiles. “I'm not intending to retire, y'know? 
Actually I’m at the peak of my powers and 
strength. | feel very good about that. | am happy. | 
am very content in my world. I’m not complacent 
but I’m much calmer and able to understand the 
world a little better.” 

So life does begin at 44? “Yeah, | could recom- 
mend it.” 

You'll find contentment aplenty on Mercury 
Falling, particularly on I’m So Happy | Can’t Stop 
Crying. It's got Springsteen-patented redemption 
stamped all over it. A Stax feel appears with the 
veteran Memphis Horns blowing up a storm and 
Twenty Five to Midnight has the sheen and groove 
of Steely Dan. “Really,” exclaims its author. 
“That's good. It’s a song about failure, a song 
about going back home with your tail between 
your legs but actually going back to something 
probably more important such as ... . love.” 

Sting has always been thankful for his privileged 
position but he agrees when | suggest that humili- 
ty is not a word normally associated with him. 
“No, | didn’t always have 
humility. | think you get to 
a certain age and you 
realise that success and 
happiness aren’t neces- 
sarily the same thing and 
in some cases they're the 
opposite. It’s a hard and 
useful lesson to learn. I'm 
less ambitious than | used 
to be and less driven by 
success. Success to me is 
really playing a song to my 
band and having them 
enthusiastic enough for 
them to want to play it. 
Anything else is just icing 
on the cake. Whether it 
sells millions of copies or wins a Grammy Award 
isn’t that important. It’s very nice, I’m not going to 
turn it down or complain, but | know where happi- 
ness lies.” 

Sting came relatively late to pop music. He was 
27 and married to actress Frances Tomelty with 
two kids when The Police had their first hit. Amid 
the crossfire of cooling punk, New Wave and cod 
Reggae, Roxanne sounded fresh and clean with 
its sizzling percussion, angular guitar and His 
Stingness’ soulful vocal bark. He gave up his day 
job as a schoolteacher and The Police, peroxide 
paragons (or ponces, depending on your record 
collection) would go on to sell 40 million albums 
over the next six years. 

When the band split, Sting quickly became the 
majestically cool megastar he is today. With The 
Police discharged he refined his literary musings 
and jazz and classic leanings to produce a string 
of solo LPs starting with Dream of The Blue 
Turtles. In short, unlike his musical peers from the 
late Seventies Sid Vicious and Nancy Spungen, 
things turned out rather well for Sting and his new 
missus Trudie Styler. 

In the Eighties, however, there seemed to be a

coterie of rock musicians like Sting, U2 and Peter 
Gabriel, whose altruistic activities in the rain-forest 
and in Central America were in danger of being 
overshadowed by their desire to be Men Of 
Destiny. “| think we all maybe had some of that in 
our personalities,” he says, yawning very widely. 
“Now I’m learning that while there are some 
things | can change about the world there are 
some things that | certainly can’t and having the 
wisdom to tell the difference between those two 
things is something that is again a recent acquisi- 
tion.” 

By this stage, we've entered the rustic charm of 
Highgate and | change tack and ask Sting about 
the old days. The last time he spoke to the press, 
he emitted fairly negative vibes about The Police. 
There seemed to be no love lost between the bot- 
tle blond boys. “I'm still very good friends with 
them actually,” he says. “We stay in touch but 
people keep pressing me about this idea of us 
reforming which couldn't be further from my mind. 
| don’t have much nostalgia for The Police. I’m 
proud of the band and | think the songs are good 
but I’ve no desire to relive it.” 

Last December, Trudie Styler gave birth to a 
fourth child (Sting has two others from his mar- 
riage to Tomelty). “Yes, we've just had a baby, 
see | got my figure back very quickly. | don’t know 
if you've noticed,” he says. “That’s what she’s 
busy with at the moment. He’s called Giacomo. 
He was a Caesarean birth, | witnessed this thing. 
I've seen a few other births but nothing quite as 
dramatic as that.” 

He tells me that his five- 
year-old daughter Coco 
treats him very badly. 
“She’s just very mercur- 
ial,” he sighs. “One 
minute she’s treating me 
very nice and the next 
minute for no reason |'m 
suddenly persona non 
gratis and then back 
again. She really knows 
how to treat men, | really 
pity her future husband.” 

As a musical anthropol- 
ogist, Sting, who has 
recorded a ceili version of 
Leonard Cohen’s Sisters 
of Mercy, is roundly 
slagged. The sight of his gold Rolex glinting on 
his wrist as he hunkered down with the Kayapo 
Tribe for sautéed iguana in the dark foliage of the 
Brazilian Rainforest was also cause for alarm. 

He is mercilessly slagged in Viz magazine, usu- 
ally over his boasts of sexual prowess: he once 
claimed that he could perform for up to five hours 
at a time because of his Yoga classes. But Sting, 
not very surprisingly, is the first to laugh at him- 
self. The Viz cuttings are lovingly framed in Lake 
House. His appearance several years ago in The 
Simpsons, in which he sang a benefit song to 
help free Bart from a well, was another exercise in 
self-effacement. 

“We're about five minutes away,” His Stingness 
says to the chauffeur and looks out the window 
again. When we finally roll up to Sting’s three- 
storey Victorian house (imposing, red-bricked and 
much-castellated) in Highgate, there’s a phalanx 
of reporters with cameras and boom mikes hang- 
ing around outside the front gate. “We're here 
and the press are here,” Sting sing-songs. 
“Wonderful.” 

Sting’s new album Mercury Falling is released 
on March 4. a 
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he name Chernobyl, unknown ten 

years ago, is now synonymous 

with nuclear disaster. The world’s 

worst nuclear accident happened 

on April 26, 1986, at the power 
station on the borders of the Ukraine and 
Belarus. The people of Chernobyl were 
subjected to radioactivity 300 times 
greater than that of Hiroshima, and the 
radioactivity will remain harmful for at least the next thousand years. 
Hundreds of villages and towns have ceased to exist, 99 per cent of 
the land is contaminated, there is an 800 per cent increase in thyroid 
diseases and 800,000 children are at high risk of contracting cancer 
or leukaemia. Nine million people were directly affected, four million 
of them children. 

The appalling impact of this disaster caused Corkwoman Adi 
Roche to change the course of her own life. In doing so, she has 
brought help and comfort to many whom the world has largely for- 
gotten, and enabled Irish people to once again demonstrate their 
generosity towards those in need. 

We visited her Cork home, where she was briefly relaxing before 
heading off to give a series of lectures abroad, establish more 
Chernobyl support groups in Britain and help launch her book 
Children of Chernobyl, which is already a bestseller in Ireland. 

Hers is a cosy, lived-in-house, where the personality and individu- 
ality of its occupants is clearly visible. The mantelpiece in each room 
is full of cards of congratulations on her most recent award as 
European Person of the Year, and the statue she received has pride 
of place. There are lots of Russian paintings, wall plaques and dolls, 
many of them gifts from children whom the Project has helped. 

Adi Roche is a warm, friendly and outgoing woman who exudes 
personality and energy. She is neither over-sentimental nor maudlin 
despite her daily dealings with appalling tragedy. Her commitment, 
while being clearly apparent, is tempered by a warmth and openness 
based on the belief that human beings are intrinsically good and can 
be mobilised to help those in need. Yet she is in no way naive; she 
knows only too well the ability of governments and individuals to turn 
their backs when they don’t like what they see. She is clearly a won-

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derful ambassador for people whom the world 
has largely chosen to forget, and for keeping up 
the pressure for nuclear disarmament world- 
wide. 

The Chernobyl Children’s Project has 
brought over one thousand children from the 
contaminated regions of Belarus to Ireland for 
rest and recuperation. They stay with families 
around the country, receiving medical and lov- 
ing care. The Project has also organised a humanitarian aid pro- 
gramme which provides hospitals, orphanages and communities in 
the contaminated areas with vital medicines, food and clothing. 

“The staff here in the office are worked to the bone,” Adi says rue- 
fully. “The volume of work is indescribable, and at times I probably 
expect too much of them, but they are absolutely wonderful.” 

Adi is delighted with her latest European award, but sees it as 
sending a message directly to the victims of Chernobyl themselves. 
“We are going out there in April with a convoy of 40 trucks and ambu- 
lances full of medicines, food and hospital equipment — and our 
message is that they’re not alone. 

“As Ireland takes over the EU presidency, I feel that perhaps the 
stamp of compassion is what we can put on that period of time. We 
don’t seem to give much back to the EU in monetary terms while we 
get a lot out, but what we do have to give isn’t something you can mea- 
sure in monetary terms. It’s to do with our spirit, our sense of passion 
for life, and of transforming that passion into compassion for our fel- 
low human beings. We can put the heart into what is an economic and 
cultural union.” 


di readily acknowledges that she could not do what she is doing 

if it weren’t for the support — financial, emotional and spiritual 

— of Sean Dunne, her husband of nineteen years. Sean is a sec- 
ondary school teacher, teaching media studies, music and religious 
education in the Christian Brother’s College in Cork. 

“Sean has to pay a very high price,” she says, giving him an affec- 
tionate hug. “I’m away a lot of the time — we don’t get much oppor- 
tunity to do the normal things like going to the pictures. But his com- 
mitment is as deep as mine, and he is on the steering committee of 
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the Project.” Sean himself is self-effacing about his role, 
although he says with a grin that he would like to see Adi a lit- 
tle more often than once in a blue moon! When she does have 
any spare time, Adi teams up with four other women friends 
to form ‘Bubbles’, a harmony singing group of which Sean is 
musical director. They perform locally for charity events. 

Adi’s first involvement with nuclear power and its tragic 
consequences began nearly eighteen years ago, at the time of 
the Three Mile Island nuclear accident in the US. “I became 
concerned initially because my brother was living in 
Harrisburg, where the accident happened,” Adi recalls. “I 
myself was working for Aer Lingus at the time, in a comfort- 
able and pensionable job in sales and public relations. In 
those days, I aspired to nothing more than having a comfort- 
able lifestyle, a husband, the semi-d and kids, car and summer 
holidays. But all that changed when our own government 
decided to go nuclear. I went to the rally against nuclear 
power at Carnsore Point in Wexford, and that event changed 
my life. I went on a journey of discovery, both about myself 
and about the earth.” 

In the early Eighties, she gave up her job in Aer Lingus to 
work as a full-time volunteer for the Irish Campaign for 
Nuclear Disarmament. She devised a Peace Education pro- 
gramme for schools, and spent much of her time visiting 
schools all over the country. In 1991 she founded the 
Chernobyl Children’s Project. 

Adi makes the point that people cannot conceive of the 
devastation and tragedy which Chernobyl has brought to our 
planet. “It was the worst environmental disaster in history, but 
the lessons of Chernobyl have yet to be learnt,” she says. 
“Chernobyl is a permanent problem that is not going to go 
away. The whole world got a dusting in 1986, and as the 
cement sarcophagus built around the exploded reactor con- 
tinues to deteriorate, there is a real danger of a further 
Chernobyl disaster, with even more deadly consequences. 
We've allowed technology to control us, and now we are pay- 
ing the price.” 

Adi says that a huge lie has encompassed Chernobyl and 
its effects on the world. “We were all lulled into a false sense 
of security about the people’s survival and the containment of = © 
the radioactivity. Nothing could have 
been farther from the truth. I know it’s 
depressing news, but people should 
have the right to information on what 
is being done in their name, so they 
can make their decisions based on 
knowing what the consequences are. 
The first tragedy of Chernobyl was the 
truth — the Soviet Union signed 40 
secret protocols, some of which had to 
do with the constant altering of the 
internationally accepted levels of radi- 
ation. The thinking behind that was 
that it was cheaper to bury people than to evacuate them, and they 
prioritised the movement of livestock over people. I actually wonder 
what would happen if the same situation happened in the West — 
would there be a similar silence? 

“Radiation knows no boundaries. For me, the moment of enlight- 
enment came when I stood in 1993 in a white suit and a mask in the 
world’s most radioactive environment, holding a Geiger counter. The 
radiation was so high that it actually went off the scale. I looked all 
around me. I was in a beautiful but deserted village, and there was 
nothing there to tell me that this area was so badly contaminated 
except the machine in my hand.” 

Does she worry about the likelihood of a disaster 
at Sellafield, which has already resulted in the Irish 
Sea becoming the most radioactive in the world? 

“Sellafield is our backyard Chernobyl. Through 
the tragedy of Chernobyl there is a lesson to be 
learnt, and there may yet come a time when we our- 
selves will need to be the recipients of humanitarian 
aid like we're now sending to others. We need to stop, 
reflect and listen to what is being done in our name. 
Our government, as our elected representatives, bear 
that responsibility on our behalf, and I feel that they 
could be doing a lot more within the European 
Community and its court system.

level it’s there to produce energy, but I believe 
that Sellafield exists to play a vital role in the 
arms race, because it provides the raw materials 
for nuclear weapons. 

“The question we all need to ask ourselves is 
—who do we perceive the enemy to be? For forty 
years we were told that the Soviet Union was the 
enemy, and they were told much the same about 
the West. We need a change in our thinking — 
our security should rest in very ordinary things 
like justice, meaningful education, housing, find- 
ing safe, clean and renewable sources of energy, 
and developing a proper economic system that gives us all access to 
what the earth has in abundance.” 

Does she worry about developing cancer from her visits to radioac- 
tive sites? “No, I don’t — I think the power of positive thinking is very 
important. I’ve seen such hopelessness in people that if I’m to help 
them, I have to keep that hope for myself as well. When we go to the 
Chernobyl area, we take calculated risks. We bring our own food and 
water, iodine block and wear protective clothing. Because the work is 
so important and the story has to be told, I believe that a higher force 
is making it possible for us to continue with the work.” a

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All-Ireland winning Clare captain 
Anthony Daly has been talking with 
RTE gaelic games commentator

hortly after last year’s All-Ireland 

Hurling Final, Anthony Daly was cele- 

brating in a pub in Clare when a sup- 

porter told him he had a goose for 

him. The Clare captain forgot about 
the kind offer until a few weeks later, when the 
same gentleman arrived into the TSB office in 
Ennis wondering when the goose would be 
collected. It was just another example of the 
generosity Anthony and his team have experi- 
enced since they conquered Everest, after a 
gap of 81 years, in one of the most momen- 
tous All-Ireland Hurling Finals ever. 

That game was to spark off tumultuous cele- 
brations right around the Banner County. 
Croke Park itself was turned into a sea of saf- 
fron and blue. In my book, The Championship 
1995, Anthony relived those precious 
moments when he received the Liam 
McCarthy Cup from GAA President Jack 
Boothman: 

“Every young fellow’s dream from the time 
he starts playing hurling is to win an All-Ireland 
medal and | was no different. To captain an 
All-Ireland winning team is an extra bonus and 
it was very emotional to look down from the 
Hogan Stand and see the absolute delight on 
the faces of the Clare supporters. | knew my 
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family was there among 
them and that made it even 
more special. | couldn't 
help thinking of all the bad 
days and that was reflect- 
ed in my speech. Our sup- 
porters had endured a lot 
of disappointment over the 
years and it was wonderful 
to see them savour our 
greatest moment.” 

It was everything Anthony 
Daly had ever dreamed of, 
from the first time he went 
out in the back garden of 
his home in Clarecastle 
with his friends to puck the 
ball around. 

It's six months since the 
“missing person”, the Liam 
McCarthy Cup, was wel- 
comed home by tens of 
thousands of Clare sup- 
porters, and Anthony 
Daly's life has changed 
utterly. Nothing will ever be 
the same again. The mag- 
nificent achievement of the 
captain and his proud 
team will be talked about 
as long as fires remain 
burning in the hurling-mad 
county. But success has its 
drawbacks! 

“Life is a bit crazy in 
some ways and maybe 
being the captain | get a bit 
more of it than some of the 
other players. | don’t think 
I've hardly had a single week-end without hav- 
ing to attend a function since the All-Ireland 
final. It's non-stop all the time,” Anthony tells 
me. “The amount of pressure on my time is 
unbelievable. In that sense it gets to be a bit 
painful, although you know that everyone is 
well intentioned and of course it’s great to be 
asked. Maybe ‘painful’ is the wrong word, it’s 
just that it’s very demanding to be constantly 
attending functions. At this stage we'd like life 
to be a bit more normal, not that we’d ever 
want to give back the All-Ireland. We can’t 
walk the streets of Ennis without being recog- 
nised, and if you're in a pub having a drink it’s 
multiplied by twenty.” 


Anthony Daly is inherently a shy man. It is 
easy to see how the constant attention and 
recognition have impacted on his personal 
life. Here is a man of substance with a firm 
sense of identity and a clear awareness of 
who he is. He thoroughly enjoyed the time 
spent holidaying with his teammates in 
Bangkok. It was a once-in-a-lifetime opportu- 
nity. 

(Just before take-off they asked Ger 
Loughnane: Why Bangkok? Tongue firmly in 
cheek, Ger said they wanted to go to a place

where no one would be talking about hurling 
— so it was either Bangkok or Tipperary.) 

“Actually we only spent three nights in 
Bangkok and nine nights in a holiday resort 
called Petya. It was a lovely spot. What really 
made the holiday for us was the fact that our 
accommodation was such top class. We were 
really living in the lap of luxury. Once you'd be 
away with all the lads the crack would be top 
class anyway. Bangkok itself is a bit of a crazy 
place, eight million people, but it was fascinat- 
ing. They're a very gentle race of people and 
not aggressive in any way. You could talk to 
them about anything and they’re really nice 
and friendly. | suppose they realise that the 
tourist industry is maybe what's keeping the 
country afloat in many ways and they really 
look after visitors. While there’s great poverty 
in the country there’s also great facilities and 
we played on some magnificent golf courses.” 

Apart from that recent visit to Bangkok, 
Anthony travelled with his teammate Liam 
Doyle to the US in October to play with 
Westmeath in the New York Final. Then in 
early December the whole panel, together 
with wives and girlfriends, spent a few days in 
Boston and New York. 

Anthony is in no doubt that it was far more 
emotional lifting the Munster Cup than it was 
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the Liam McCarthy. The team was carried on 
a wave towards the All-Ireland without hardly 
ever fully realising what was happening. 

“We were clued in to the game itself, but the 
build-up was frantic. We never.realised the 
effect winning an All-Ireland would have on 
people and the extent of the celebrations, but 
remember that for 63 years Clare people had 
yearned for a Munster title and that was the 
one we had lost on far too many occasions. 
We had endured the most heartbreak in 
Munster, and it was the title we all dreamed of 
winning. The Munster Final was our real goal 
and | was very emotional after the game. | 
think P.J. O'Connell told me to ‘pull myself 
together’ before | went up to collect the cup. | 
thought | would never see that day and all of a 
sudden it had 
come true. There 
wasn't all that 
many Clare peo- 
ple there that 
day; we were well 
outnumbered by 
Limerick support- 
ers. | was delight- 
ed for the Clare 
people present because they had seen us

League final and hadn’t turned 
their back on us.” 

Anthony Daly was so down after 
the League Final loss to Kilkenny 
in 1995 that he could hardly take 
in what Ger Loughnane said in the 
dressingroom in the immediate 
aftermath of that defeat. 
Loughnane’s prophecy that Clare 
would win the Munster Final was 
an indication of the faith that the 
brilliant manager had in his team. 
Loughnane had a heart-to-heart 
chat with his captain on the 
Wednesday night following the 
League final drubbing. Anthony 
was unhappy with his own perfor- 


mance but Ger 
spoke to him 
about a stage 
his own 
career when 
form 

slumped and 

people were 
talking about dropping him for a Munster 
Final. The selectors kept faith with Loughnane 


for that ‘78 Munster Final and he had one of 
his best ever games in a Clare jersey. 
Likewise, Anthony Daly recovered from the 
disappointment of losing to Kilkenny and was 
one of the real stars of the Championship. 

Anthony Daly worked in the Ennis Branch of 
TSB for six years. Last October he joined the 
Personal Financial Planning Department of the 
bank which is based in Baggot Street in 
Dublin. 

“I'll-be going on the road down in the mid- 
west region very shortly, dealing among oth- 
ers with the Ennis and Galway branch. My job 
will involve dealing with bank customers for 
pensions and life cover and all sorts of bank 
products. I’m looking forward to the chal- 
lenge.” 

Sitting chatting with him in his Dublin base it 
is evident that Anthony is fiercely proud of his 
Clare roots. He is looking forward to the 
remaining games in the League, but not to the 
hard grind of training. 

“Nobody looks forward to the kind of training 
Mike McNamara puts you through. I’m getting 
into a car at four o’clock this afternoon to go 
down to Crusheen for seven thirty and | won't 
be back in Dublin until two in the morning. I’m 
not singling myself out, everyone else is in the 
same boat. You spend the whole day dread- 
ing it, wondering will you get away with eating 
a dinner, or will you just have a bowl of soup 
at lunchtime. The worry is that you'll get sick 
that night. But we've seen the results and I've 
no problem with it: Sure it’s torture, but it has 
to be done.” 

He believes that it’s time to wave goodbye 
to the curse of Biddy Early. There’s no place 
for the much maligned Biddy in the future of 
Clare hurling. 

“It is imperative that ‘95 won’t be seen as 
fairytale. Clare are here to stay. It’s essential 
to compound it for the youth. When I'm fifty or 
sixty, | hope to be going up to Croke Park to 
see Clare playing and winning All-Ireland 
titles.” 

And then he’s gone, Anthony Daly, King of 
Clare, off to Crusheen to ensure Biddy Early 
never appears on the horizon again. 
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hen the cast come out 
We: curtain calls, they're 

either tear-stained or 
drained. Rebecca Storm is 
quivering with emotion. All 
around you, tearful women file 
out from the stalls, followed by 
blank-faced men who are 
either wondering about the 
meaning of it all or fighting 
back the weepies. 

Blood Brothers is about emo- 
tional toil, blood, sweat and 
tears, as two brothers get sep- 
arated at birth. Yet Rebecca 
doesn’t gasp or gush much 
about it, and even has to think 
before deciding why audiences 
should go. “It’s extremely grit- 
ty, and so earthy,” she muses. 
“| think it’s a nice mixture of a 
play with music. You don’t 
have to be a musical fan to 
enjoy it. On the contrary, | think 
it brings people to the theatre 
who would never go. You 
couldn't necessarily take cer- 
tain people to see Evita or Les 
Mis, because if they don't like 
musicals they're not going to 
enjoy them.” 

Aside from Blood Brothers, 
she has worked with Willy 
Russell in “stacks of stuff”. 
“He's lovely,” she laughs, with 
that Yorkshire burr. “He's very 
easy to fall in love with anyway. 
Everybody does when they 
meet him.” Speaking of love, 
she has a boyfriend, a radio 
deejay who was due over for 
the weekend and whom she 
nicknames Benjamin. Above 
the bunches of flowers for 


opening night, a card pinned to the wall runs: “Here’s to you Mrs Robinson, 
critics love you more than you will know.” 

She was sent the script while playing in Dick Whittington in York, and she 
rehearsed it in a mere three days. It's ten years since she did it last, in 1985/86, 
playing Cork and Dublin just like this time. She would not be doing the rest of 
the English tour either, only Ireland, “because the craic is mighty”. 

Dublin was home once for about eight months, and her daughter Jenny 
Rebecca, who is now nearly fifteen, loved it here. (Jenny Rebecca was due to 
come over for her next school holidays, but is currently doing “a little show” at 
the Opera House in Blackpool. She gets to sing, would you believe, ‘Marilyn 
Monroe’ from Blood Brothers.) 

“| like the fact that Dublin is a capital city and yet it has. got a certain village 
appeal to it,” she says. “You can walk down

In today’s high-pressure world one of our greatest problems ts stress, says Cathy Byrne 


Stimulating, challenging and motivating. It's when stress in our lives 

becomes so great that we feel unable to cope that it threatens our men- 
tal, emotional and physical well-being. It robs our body of essential vitamins 
and minerals, triggers high blood pressure and fatigue, distorts our skeleton 
causing back pain, aching joints and muscles and is a factor in most preva- 
lent diseases. 

When we are under stress the body responds immediately. Adrenalin flows, 
the liver releases blood sugar into the bloodstream, heart rate and blood 
pressure rise to prepare for the activity to come, stomach juices cease flow- 
ing and the contractions of the intestine and other tubular organs cease so 
that no energy is wasted on unnecessary activity. The pupils of the eyes 
dilate, the mouth goes dry, the neck and shoulder muscles tense automati- 
cally, sweating starts and breathing becomes more rapid. 

This state of alert worked wonderfully when life was simpler. When attacked 
we would either run away or fight. However, the fight or flight option is not 
appropriate to 20th-century life. Our bodies go into a state of alert in 
response to bills, overdrafts, rows with partners, crying kids, traffic jams, 
bereavement, house moves or marriage break-up. A fight or flight response 
doesn't deal effectively with these problems. And if we are under permanent 
stress, the body does not function in a normal manner and our general health 
is quickly affected. 

There are skills and strategies you can incorporate into your life to stop 
stress taking control of you. 

We commonly associate stress with high-flying career women. But if you're 
a busy mum or dad, coping with kids, running a home and perhaps holding 
down a part-time job, you're just as likely to-be overstressed. Learn to dele- 
gate: don’t try and do everything yourself, either at home or at work. You will 
eventually run yourself into the ground and become irritable and unpleasant 
to be with. Learn to say no: you can't do everything yourself and no one 
should expect you to. If saying no is difficult try assertiveness training. 

Relationships are important. In times of difficulty there is often a tendency to. 
withdraw from other people. But sharing problems can give a new perspec- 
tive and possibly show you ways of solving them. 

Stress isn't always determined by outside events but by your ability to han- 
die them. Plan for stress. Many potentially stressful situations can be antici- 
pated. 

Relax your body. Clench your fists as hard as you can, then relax them. 


| eae nothing inherently bad about stress. In manageable doses it’s 
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Gradually work through your entire body, tensing and relaxing every bit, until 
you feel like a floppy rag doll. Then take deep, slow breaths. 

A little day-dreaming can be a good thing! Think of a situation that gives 
you pleasure — you could be on a tropical island, with warm sun and waves 
lapping at your feet. Relax like this when it all gets too much for you. 

Take time out for yourself. Either take a day off work or ask a relative or 
friend to mind the children while you do something just for you. Hair and 
beauty salons are wonderful stress-busters! 

Go for a long walk or jog, cycle or swim. Any exercise will help you relax 
and release that tension! When you're stressed, breathing becomes shallow 
and rapid, resulting in extra tension. Learn to take deep breaths to calm 
down. Try the 4-4-4-4 method. Breathe in through your nose to the count of 
four, hold for 4, breathe out for 4, hold for 4 and start again! 

If you're late for an appointment and stuck in traffic, use that time to relax. 
Better to arrive late and relaxed than hassled and tense. 

Don't overdo it. When you're stressed out, don’t reach for an extra cigarette, 
a drink or a tranquilliser — even too much coffee will add to the problems. 
Don't add pressures that will damage your health. Warning signs are short 
temper, inability to cope, frequent headaches, loss of appetite or nausea, 
indigestion, depression, anxiety, over-tiredness and insomnia. Unchecked, 
these can lead to long-term effects: difficulty in relationships, intestinal disor- 
ders, heart disease, addiction to alcohol, cigarettes or tranquillisers. 

We all like the status that winning brings, but success demands a price. 
You must judge your own balance sheet.

Lose weight by eating sugar? It seems almost 
too good to be true, but nevertheless it’s the 
surprising result of a study in which obese 
women lost one pound a week simply by chew- 
ing glucose tablets when they felt hungry.

elia Smith has probably done more for 
getting people into the kitchen than 
Doctor Ruth has for the bedroom. Her 
message is that cooking is not too 
» arcane a mystery to be attempted, even 
if you're not too familiar with the various tech- 
niques. So when she said in interview that if she 
was coming home to get a meal for herself, she 
might pick up some fish and chips or a pizza, 
hands went up in horror. 

They shouldn't have. After all the cooking and 
testing recipes, doing demonstrations and writing 
about food, you don’t always want to go out for a 
lavish meal or make yourself something exotic. If 
Delia has found someone who makes tasty piz- 
zas or good fish and chips, if that’s what she felt 
like eating at the time, more power to her honesty 
for saying so! 

Her latest book, Delia Smith’s Winter Collection, 
hit the best-seller lists as soon as it came out, 
with its mixture of warming casseroles, winter 
seafoods, soups, vegetarian fare, home baking 
and puddings. There’s something for everyone, 
with a new slant on familiar dishes, short cuts to 
save time without sacrificing flavour, all 
described in a way that makes you feel as if Delia 
is standing there in the kitchen beside you mak- 
ing sure you are doing it step-by-step in the right 
way. 

If it sounds slightly school-mistressy or mother- 
ly, what's the harm of that? You need to try out a 
new dish the right way before you start playing 
around with it to make it your own! And it doesn’t 
matter whether it’s an old-fashioned Steamed 
Treacle Sponge Pudding that you remember 
from your childhood, a quickly made and low-fat 
Pork Stroganov with Three Mustards, or a 
Banoffee Cheesecake where you don't have to 
boil a can of condensed milk for hours to toffee 
it.Try Delia’s French Onion Soup as a Winter 
‘stomach warmer’ — March winds can be chilly 
too. 


L'/lb onions, thinly sliced 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

2 02/50g butter 

2 cloves of garlic, crushed 

‘2 teaspoon granulated sugar 

2 pts/1.2 litres good beef stock 

10 fl. 0z/275ml dry white wine 

2 tablespoons cognac or brandy 
salt and freshly milled black pepper 


Croutons: 

French stick cut into I inch/2'¥/2cm 
diagonal slices 

1 tablespoon olive oil 
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1 to 2 cloves of garlic, crushed 


To serve: 8 0z/225g Gruyere cheese, 
grated 


First make the croutons. Begin by drizzling oil on 
a large solid baking sheet, add the crushed gar- 
lic and then, using your hands, spread the oil and 
garlic all over the baking sheet. Now place the 
bread slices on top of the oil and turn over each 
one so that both sides have been lightly coated 


with the oil. Bake for 20 to 25 minutes at 350°F, 
180°C, gas mark 4, until crisp and crunchy. 

Next place a heavy-based saucepan or flame- 
proof casserole (6 pint. size/3% litres) on a high 
heat and melt the oil and butter together. When 
this is very hot, add the onions, garlic and sugar, 
and keep turning them from time to time until the 
edges of the onions have turned dark — this will 
take about 6 minutes. Then turn the heat to its 
lowest setting and leave the onions to carry on 
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cooking very slowly for about 30 minutes, by 
which time the base of the pan will be covered 
with a rich nut-brown caramelised film. After that, 
pour in the stock and white wine, season, then stir 
with a wooden spoon, scraping the base of the 
pan well. 

As soon as it all comes up to simmering point, 
turn down the heat to its lowest setting, then go 
away and leave it to cook very gently, without the 
lid, for about 1 hour. All this can be done in 
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advance, but when you're ready to serve the 
soup, bring it back up to simmering point, add a 
couple of tablespoons of cognac if it’s extra-cold 
outside, and taste for seasoning. 

Warm a heatproof tureen or 6 heatproof soup 
bowls in a low oven and pre-heat the grill to its 
highest setting. Then ladle in the hot soup and top 
with the croutons, allowing them to float on top of 
the soup. (Use 6 large or 12 small croutons). Now 
sprinkle the grated Gruyere thickly over the crou- 
tons and place the whole lot under the grill until 
the cheese is golden brown and bubbling. Serve 
immediately — and don't forget to warn your 
guests that everything is very hot! 

As.a perfect meal for two on a special occasion, 
Delia suggests Venison Steaks with a Cranberry 
Cumberland Sauce. The traditional Cumberland 
sauce uses red currant jelly, but cranberry jelly 
gives the sauce an extra bite and would be deli- 
cious with steaks or with barbecued sausages 
later in the year. 


Venison Steaks with 


Cranberry Cumberland Jelly 


2 venison steaks, each about 7 to 8 0z/200 
to 225

Make the sauce several hours ahead of time to 
allow the flavours to develop. Take off the outer 
zest of the lemon and orange with a vegetable 
parer to avoid cutting into the bitter white pith. Cut 
the zest into really fine hair-like strips about 
Yainch/1cm long. Then place the cranberry jelly, 
mustard, and ginger in a saucepan, add the zest 
and the squeezed orange and lemon juice, and 
place over a medium heat. Bring it to simmering 
point, whisking to mix everything, as soon as it 
begins to simmer turn the heat off, stir in the port 
and pour it into a jug to keep until needed. 

To cook the steaks, heat the oil in a medium- 
sized, thick-based frying pan. Dry the venison 
steaks thoroughly with kitchen paper, sprinkle and 
press the crushed peppercorns firmly over both 
sides of each steak. When the oil is smoking hot, 
drop the steaks into the pan and let them cook for 
5 minutes on each side for medium, 4 minutes for 
rare, 6 minutes for well done. Halfway through, 
add the shallots and move them round the pan to 
cook and brown at the edges. Then 30 seconds 
before the end of the cooking time pour in the 
sauce — not over but around the steaks. Let it 
bubble for a minute or two, season with salt and 
then serve the steaks. “A garnish of watercress 
would be nice,” says Delia, “and a good accom- 
paniment would be mint jacket potatoes and a 
mixed-leaf salad."

At The Ark, the Children’s Cultural Centre in 
Temple Bar, Dublin, a unique exhibition has just 
opened. It’s called ‘I Have Not Seen A Butterfly 
Around Here’ and it comes to Dublin from Prague 
in the Czech Republic. 

In real terms it comes to the world from a 
group of children who were imprisoned in the 
fortress of Terezin in Czechoslovakia during the 
Second World War. Thousands of Jewish children 
and their families were brought to Terezin (also 
called Theresienstadt). They came from 
Czechoslovakia, Germany, Austria, Holland, 
Denmark and Hungary. The children had already 
been expelled from their schools, been forced to 
wear yellow stars on their clothes and allowed to 
play publicly in cemeteries only. 

Terezin was a transit 
camp for the Jews as well 
as a concentration camp. 
Of 15,000 children who 
lived here, for some 
months, a year, or several 
years, only 100 came 
through the war. But 
while they were in Terezin 
(which the Nazis promot- 
ed as a ‘model’ camp) the 
children played, painted, 
wrote stories and poems,

When she was 11 in 1991 Zlata Filipovich began to 
keep a diary about her life in Sarajevo. She had 
lots of fun in her life - she played the piano, loved 
her friends, clothes, TV - her favourite programme 
was Fresh Prince of Bel Air - and she wrote it all 
down. But Zlata also told her diary, which she 
called Mimmy, about her fears. The Bosnian war 
was just beginning. 

For two years during the siege and shelling of 
Sarajevo Zlata wrote about life in a besieged city. 
No water, no heating, no school (a lot of the time). 
Fears, deaths - Zlata’s best friend Nina was killed 
by shrapnel - and the loss of everything that makes 
life comfortable were all recorded in ‘Mimmy’. In 
1993 journalists who had heard about Zlata’s diary 
managed to get it published: Zlata’s Diary, translat- 
ed into many languages, made the young Muslim 
schoolgirl the most famous Sarajevan citizen of the 
war. 

Four years later Zlata, now 15, is living in 
Dublin, and is in Transition Year at St Andrew’s 
School. With producer Aileen O’Meara (who was a 
reporter in Bosnia last year) she has made a radio 
documentary called Zlata’s Diary Zlata’s Life for 
Radio 1. 


You still might catch this excellent radio programme 
at 2.45pm on Thursday February 28 (if you’re reading 
here on Wednesday or Thursday), and it’s repeated 
on Wednesday March 6 at 7.02pm.

like children anywhere. There were teachers and 
scholars in Terezin who were determined to make 
a life for the child prisoners. 

Some of these 4,000 paintings and poems are 
what make up the exhibition ‘I Have Not Seen A 
Butterfly Around Here’. There are pictures of the 
dreadful sights of Terezin, the funeral carts piled 
with bodies, the endless queues for food. But the 
young artists and poets could escape from the 
fortress in their imaginations - the mountains and 
farms, houses and pets of their free lives lived on 
in their paintings. 


The exhibition continues at The Ark until mid-March. 
There is a two-hour programme for schools during 
weekdays (booking necessary) and public sessions 
every Saturday at 2.00pm (booking necessary). The 
paintings can also be viewed Tuesday 
to Saturday 9.30 - 4.00pm when the 
sessions are not in progress. There are 
also some evening lectures and discus- 
sions and recitals connected to the 
Terezin exhibition.
